From the autumn leaves changing 
to the scenic hiking and biking trails 
around the area, there is plenty to do 
for the tourists that come to visit. 
The fall colors begin appearing in the 
Ozarks during the second week of 
October on the north and continue 
Changing heading soutn. 
Some of the well Known trails for 
hiking include: 

e Kessler Mountain Trails 

e Lake Sequoyanh Trails 

e Mt. Sequoyahn Woods Trail 

e Joe-Clark Trall 
Kessler Mountain Trails are one of 
the newer trail systems. Located 
closest to the center of downtown 
Fayetteville there are over 10 miles 
for hiking. 
Lake Sequoyanh Trails includes the 
north trail, “King Fisher”, which goes 
along the east side of Lake Sequoyanh 
with great autumn colors to the 
west. The 3.8 mile trail is not heavily 
trafficked and welcomes dogs and 
horses on the trail. 
Mt. Sequoyah Woods Trail goes along 
the east side of Mt. Sequoyanh with 
lovely views during the fall. For the 
Joe-Clark Trail, located beside Lake 
Wilson, the system has two short 
loops for hiking and welcomes dogs 
to both loops. | 
If you want to get into nature without 
hiking, there are opportunities to ride 
and see the trees as well. 
The Pig Trail Scenic Byway is a 
popular 19-mile backroad through 
the Ozark National Forest where 
motorcyclists and motorists are often 
seen driving along and stopping for 
photos with the gorgeous scenery. 
The overlook at Mt. Sequoyanh. Part 
of nearly 400 acres of land east of 
downtown with the Mount Sequoyanh 
Retreat and Conference Center, tennis 
courts, 30 homes, cottages and 
recreation spots.

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Astroworld Tragedy

ith the return of live music, the annual 

Astroworld Festival run by Travis 

Scott, American singer and rapper, 
made its 2021 appearance for the first time 
since the start of the COVID-—-19 pandemic. 
The original festival took place on the grounds 
of the old Six Flags Astroworld location In 
Houston, Texas. 
In 2018, the first festival took place and got its 
: name from Scott's album released earlier that 
| year. 
. For the Nov. 5-6, 2021 dates, Astroworla 
Festival took place at NRG Park Houston. The 
lineup for the festival included Tame Impala, 
SZA, Earth Wind & Fire, Bad Bunny and more. 
During Travis Scott’s performance on the first 
day of the festival, people became involved in 
an intense crowd surfing accident that led to 
the death of nine concert goers and several 
Injured. 
People attending Scott’s set described the 
concert experience as a “death trap” where 
they were struggling to breathe due to 
overcrowding. 
Despite shouts from the crowd, Scott continued 
to perform while people in the crowd were 
struggling. Videos circulated the internet as 
people became outraged at the way the staff 
handled the crowd. 
Of the hundreds of people injured, a total 
of 10 people died in the itnciaent. 
All victims were under SO 
with the youngest victim, 
Ezra Blount, being nine 
years-old. 
As a result of this incident, 
several lawsuits have started to roll in. The 
first was done by Thomas J. Henry, a Texas 
law firm, who filed a lawsuit on behalf of 282 
people.

Since the release of this suit, over 120 people 
have contacted the firm to seek representation. 
Travis Scott, Drake, Live Nation and NRG 


Stadium were alSo named in the case. Live 
Nation has been involved in other concert 
related issues, such as terror threats ana 
extreme weather.
